_ N Officer, diſpatched by the Duke de Croy from F ſect, is ars 


_ rived here with Advice, That on the 29th of the laſt Month 
the Turks, tothe Number of about 16000, Commanded by 


| the Baſſa of Boſnia, and Muſt ha Bach: (the Grand Viher 
remaining himſelf at Be/zrade) appeared before that Place. That on 
the 3oth the Enemy advanced, and attackt the Counterſcarp ; but find- 
ing the Beſieged ina better Condition rhan they expeRted, they retired, 
and began toopen Trenches in order to a regular Attack. Thar on the 
2d of this Month the Enemy raiſed two Batteries, and began to play 
two Mortar-Pieces. The ſame Day the Duke of Croy, to take a ſtrifter * 
View of the Enemy, made a Sally with 200 Foot and 100 Hocle, nnd 
beat the Enemy our of their Treaches, and took a goat many Priſoners ; 
who declared, That che Turks peing informed chat ſeveral Imperial 
Troops were on their March to re-inforce the Gariſon of Eſſeck, they 
had reſolved to make a General Aſſault, in order to poſſeſs themſelves 
_ of the Place at once before the faid Suecours arrived. Whereupon on 
the 6th of November the Duke' of Croy drew up the Forces he had 
with him in two Lines on this fide the River , Commanding them 
to make all the Noiſe they could with rheir Druins, Trumpets, and 
KettleDrums; which {o diſturbed the Enemy, who imagined that the 
 $uccours the Etemy expeRted, were arrived, that they Immediately 
geaſed to work in their Trenches, and rhe nexc Morning in great Con- 
fuſion quitted their Carnp, and marched away, leaving behind them 
four Pieces of Cannon,two Mortar-Pieces, (which was all they broughc 
before the place) ſome Ammunition, and great parc of their Baggage. 
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
